New posts 
well' eriaited and salaries and allow- 
ances iiu'reased without sutficieiit 
justification aud furniture, ( Vides and 
rain-coats wane supplied to the 
iiiunicdpal euijiloyees without an\ 
proper sanction. 

(J) The affaires . + the Municii*al Dispensary 
were grossly mismanaged by the 
Dispensary ComiiiitUa* which is com- 
poseil entirely of Munudpal Cauiiniis- 
sioue.rs. Tlie ( ‘ommittee, which 
seeimKl to run the disiieiisary accord- 
ing to its own will without any refer- 
eme to the Dispensary Itules pies- 
cribeil by ( irovci nincnt, did not even 
meet regularly and seldom pus.sed the 
monthly accounts. The minutes of 
the C’ommittee were not reeorded 
regularly and no rash book was main- 
tained, all the aecounting being <loue 
in the general department of the 
Municipal Oftiee. 

{6) The Annual Administrutioii Keimrts ot 
the municijiality tor the years HMH- 
;t9 and lbd9-4(f were not submitted 
by the due dates and no revised 
budget was framed for the year lltdfl- 
40, although heavy excess expendi- 
ture was ineurred oii several heads to 
whieh sanction was given by the 
Munieipal Commissioners at their 
niee ting held on the *20th March 1040. 

4. (lovernmeiit have given their most eare- 
ful consideration lo the explanations submitted 


by the Muiiici])ul Commissioners which are in 
most cases very nnsatisfaciory . No serious 
attempt has been made to exjilain the priii- 
(dpal charges against the Municipal Commis- 
sioners, viz,, their mismanagement of the 
munieipal finances, tlieir failure to niaintaiii 
the (‘ash balance and the payineiifs to con- 
tractors for W(U’k not certified as completed 
or nieasured. 4'he ex jila nations given regard- 
ing the charge of neglecd of audit notes are 
evasive; and the failure of the Municipal 
( ’ommissioners to keep a t umidc ^" Tti'eord of the 
payments made on the occasion of the sweepers’ 
strike of llbiS lias not also been explained to 
the satisfaction of Ooverument. All these aud 
sevivral other irregularities mentioned in the 
inspection not<‘ of the Subdivisional Officer of 
Ibirrackjiore and in the audit reports for the 
yt‘ar U>d8-:U) and 1989-40 show a lack of super- 
vision and complide disregard of tlie law and 
the rules in the conduct of muni(‘ij)al business 
in general and in the maintenance of muni- 
cipal a<‘counts in particular. 

5. Further, in (fovernment order No, 1499- 
M., daleil the 11 Hi August 1941, the Commis- 
sioiuus of the muiiicifiality wme directed under 
section 07(7) (n) of the Bengal Municipal Act, 
1982, to a])p()iu1 an Fxecutive Ohicer ot the 
municipality at a vmy (‘arly date, with neces- 
sary sanction of (lovernment. The Munici- 
])al ( ’ommissiiUKU s a t tlicii' meeting held on 
the 8rd Se[)teml)er 1941, passed a resolution 
to the eifect that no Executive Officer should 
be a])pointed, witliout assigning any reasons 
whatsoi'ver. Ooverniiuuit wme advised thaf- 
tbe Muni(dj)al ( ’ommissioru'rs hud no discre- 
tion to deidine to ap]M>int an Executive Officer 
aft^*r the issue of a nHiuisition under section 
(>7(7) (ii) and that they had, therefore, 
exceeded their powers under the law by 
]»ur])orting to decdiiii* to apjioint an Execu- 
tive Officer. In Government order No. ‘2208- 
M., dated the 1st DecembtU’ 1941, the Muni- 
eipal Ooinmissioners were a(‘eordingly asked 
to show (‘ause why tliey should not be super- 
seded on this ground as w^ell. 

(i. The Commissioners ot the Bhati)tu'a 
Munieipality liave since decided to appoint 
an h]xecutive Officer hut they do not ai>))eur 
to have taken any effective steps as yet to 
imjileinent that decision. 

7. After a very careful consideration of the 
whole matter, Governmeiit have come to the 
ronelusioii that the Commissioners of the 
Bhatpara Munieipality have showm their in- 
eompetenev to perfonn, and have persistentl.V 
made default in the performance of, the duties 
iiiijiosed on them hy or under the Bengal 
Municipal Act, 1982. In exercise of the 
]u)W'er conferred by section 558 of the said 
Act, Government are accordingly pleased to 
detlare the Commissioners of the llhatpara 
Municipality to he incompetent and in default 
and to supersede the said Comini ssioiiers lor 
a period of one year with effect from the date 
of publication ^ of this resolution in the 
Calcu tta (rcizet tt .
